SPARKS FROM MARK 

Last Monday evening we 
celebrated the Chrism Mass 
St. Joseph’s in Spearfish as part of our annual 
Pastoral Ministry Days. At the Chrism Mass, 
the Priests of the Diocese renewed our call 
and commitment to the Priesthood of Jesus 
Christ. The Bishop blessed the Oils of the 
Sick, Catechumen, and the Chrism. Chrism is 
used for anointing at Baptism, Confirmation 
and Holy Orders. These Oils will be 
presented to our parish community at the 
beginning of the Holy Thursday Liturgy to be 
used through out the Church year. 

On Holy Thursday all of us will be able to 
take part in the Mandatum or the foot 
washing, imitating the call of Jesus in the 
Gospel of John. We are first and foremost to 
be disciples who are called to serve one 
another not to be served. The foot washing 
ritual reminds us of the sacrificial love that 
Jesus has for us. At the end of our Liturgy on 
Holy Thursday we are called to simply watch 
and pray—at times to spend a few moments 
in front of the Blessed Sacrament. There will 
be a sign up in the gathering area. 

On Good Friday we will have the chance to 
come and venerate the cross—laying down 
our lives like that of Christ. As we come 
forward without shoes, for we are indeed 
walking on Holy Ground, like Moses, we 
surrender and offer our will to Christ. Is the 
cross not like the burning bush? Veneration 
is a powerful sign of our willingness to 
follow Jesus as Lord and Savior. 

Holy Saturday—the great Easter Vigil is the 
Holiest of all Days when we light the New 
Easter fire in the darkness of night 
proclaiming to the entire world that Christ is 
the Light. We read the scripture passages 
foretelling the story and history of our 
salvation in Christ. Then those hearts, which 
have been turned, in a new way, seek the 
waters of baptism, the oil of Confirmation 
and the bread & wine of the First Eucharist. 
It is truly a night like no other. 

Easter Sunday we celebrate the Resurrection 
with Christ, with hearts that have been 
purified by the Lenten desert as we are filled 
with the Song of “Alleluia” 

It is my hope and prayer that you will be able 
to participate fully in these three days of 
Triduum for they are at the heart of our 
Faith—it is what we live for!

Faithful Citizenship Sunday April 9 - 
Passion Sunday (Palm Sunday) Anyone 
who wishes to give love must also receive 
love as a gift. Certainly, as the Lord tells us, 
one can become a source from which rivers 
of living water flow (cf. Jn 7:37-38). Yet to 
become such a source, one must constantly 
drink anew from the original source, which is 
Jesus Christ, from whose pierced heart flows 
the love of God (cf. Jn 19:34) ...

A 
Eucharist which does not pass over into the 
concrete practice of love is intrinsically 
fragmented.

Scripture 

•I have not rebelled, have not turned back. I 
gave my back to those who beat me... (Isaiah

Reflection 

•What is happening in your life that requires 
perseverance? 

•What is holding you back and keeping you 
from your goal? 

•How can you strengthen your resolve to 
remove the obstacles that block your 
destination? 

•How was it possible for Jesus to persevere 
to the end? 

Francis reminds us of our fundamental desire 
for wholeness. We yearn to integrate mind 
and heart. We begin by first getting in touch 
with our heart, in other words cultivating a 
desire for God’s love. In time thoughts will 
be guided more and more by a deeper 

spiritual energy. We will experience the 

revelation of the Spirit in the here and now— 
in these people, these birds, this landscape. 
The heart knows no boundary and gives us 
the capacity to engage others and the world 
with surprising intimacy and as truly unique 
and deserving of our respect. 1
